G-iven in Summary. 


The famous cathedral at Rheims, 
which was damaged early in the war 
has sufEered further serious injury, 
the French war ofiSce announced to- 
day. The Gei^ns are char£;ed with 
having made a special target of the 
cathedral during a violent bombard- 
ment of the city and it is said that 
the interior of the vaulted roof gave 
w ^ . 


The Berlin communication reports 
further progress in the Vosges, where 
the Germans have been taking town 
after town during the last week. The

In regard to the present phase of 
the campaign Russian stafE officers 
are optimistic, 
believing

German advance in northern Poland 
has been called off indefinitely. 


Another vessel Was sunk today in 
the naval war zone established by 
the decree of the German admiralty. 
A Norwegian steamer was sent to the 
bottom in the English channel^ by 
either a »ubmarine or a mine. 
. On the western battlefields there 
are BO sign« of retninaig 'acli^ty 
and apparently neither side desires 
to take the initiative at this time. 
Ofildial -announcements 
show that 
comparatively small numbers of men 
take part in the actions at various 
points over the line, and apparently 
these engagements are of local signi- 
ficance. 


Washington, Feb. 2S.—OflFicials await- 
ed today witli anxiety word as to the 
fate of 13 of the crew of the American 
steamer Evelyn, blown up off the Ger- 
man coast, who were reported to have 
rowed for the Holland coast after the 
vessel struck. 
The only official word 
which has beeni. received was from the 
American consul at Bremen, who 
Sunday night reported the safety of the 
crew. 
Officials heard today through un- 
official sources that only the captain 
and 14 members of the Evelyn's crew 
had been accounted for. . 


All of the party except one, who died 
from exposure, were safe in a hospital 
at Bremerhaven following their rescue 
by a Dutch pilot ship. 
Definite infor- 
mation as to the result of the inquiry 
into the disaster now being made by 
representatives of the American goveni- 
ment is also awaited here. 


The sinking of the Evelyn and tha 
international situation generally were 
discussed at the meeting which was the 
briefest in months. 
It was indicated 
that no further action would be taken 
until further details were obtained and 
that the administration saw nothing in 
the incident liable to cause internationdl 
complications. 
It was said to be prac- 
tically certain that no replies will be 
sent to the latest British and German 
notes. 


Paris, Feb. 23.—^The war office today 
issued the following statement whidi 
was given out: 
"Tliere is nothing of 
importance to add to last nighfa com- 
)nunieation. "West of Lombaertzyde the 
enemy made ready^ to deliver two, in- 
fantry attacks which, coming Tinder our 
fire, could not be caxried home. 


"The bombardment of 
Bheims, re- 
ported yesterday, was extremely vio- 
lent. 
It lasted for a .first of six, fol- 
lowed by a period of five hours. Fif- 
teen hundred shells were dropped in all 
quarters of the town. Wliat remains of 
the cattiedral waa made a special target 
and suffered seriously.

Petrograd, Feb. 23.—^Repulses for the 
Austrians and Germans at several points 
on the western battle front are claimed 
by the Russians in an oicial communica- 
tion issued last night.

'We captured several villages on the 
road between Raccionz and pfonsk, tak- 


ing 500 German prisoners on the left 
bank of the Vistula. 


"Attacks of the enemy on tho north 
bank of the principal Lopusno were re- 
pulsed. 


"It has been definitely learned that 
the Austrians suffered very heavy losses 
north of Zaklisyn in western Galicia, on 
Feb. 17.

Smolnika, east of Dupkow pass in the 
Carpathians, our troops repulsed repeat- 
ed counter attacks of tho Austrians who 
reached a point within a few paces of 
our positions but were forced back ^vith 
very heaA-y losses. 


"The Germans delivered four attacks 
against the height of Mylo Koziourka 
on the night of Feb. 20, but were driven 
back. 
Wo had carried the hill which 
was an important part of the enemy's 
positions. 


"We attacked the Austrians south of 
Stanislau in eastern Galicia and drove 
back two brigades after a combat in 
which the bayonet sometimes was used. 
We took 1,500 prisoners, including 20 
officers and several machine guns."

By a vote of 37 to 3 tlie Indiana senate lias passed 
fthe Matson suffrage bill granting Indiana women tlie 
light to vote for all officers not named b.y the Indiana 
iconstitution. 
These include presidential electors, clerk 
iof the supreme court, state geologist, judges of the apxoel- 
iate court, attorney-general, state statistician, judges of 
iall superior, probate, juvenile and criminal courts, all mu- 
¡nicipal, town and school officials, township trustees and 
members of the county council. Those who have exam- 
ined the bill carefully say that it also provides that wom- 
ten may vote at any sj^ecial election provided for by state 
laws, which would include elections on the liquor ques- 
ition. 


That is a splendid start, but now what is the house 
going to do about it? And is the senate really in earnest 
in desiring to give the ballot to women, or is it merely 
getting even" with the house for-passing a state-wide 
primary bill very closely resembling the one the senate 
turned down? 


The legislative news for several days has indicated a 
state of somewhat strahied reJations between the house 
and the senate that, if fully developed, will jjrobably oper- 
ate against the passage of some much needed legislation 
and nullify the possibility of completing the program out- 
lined for the present session. The democratic house cau- 
cus on Monday evening aj^pears to have 1)een a rather 
iBtormy sort of affair, with threats of bolts and of personal 
¡encounters between the representatives. 


The woman suffrage pi'oposal was one of the meas- 
ures over which heated clashes resulted, and it is interest- 
ing to note the charge that the suffrage bill has served to 
bring to Indianapolis the largest lobby the brewers have 
had at the state capital in years. They're lighting it, of 
course, and while there is still a chance that the bill may 
"^,pass the house with the aid of some of the republican 
members, a most determined fight is being made against 
it. With the lines thus sharply drawn, the duty of the 
Indiana house becomes increasingly clear. It is time In- 
'diana stepped into the procession of progress and en- 
ifranchised the women who are sharing so largely the bur- 
dens of its moral, civic and material development. 


There has never been a time in American national 
life when the injunction to sit tight and avoid rocking the 
boat was more vital than at this present moment. It is 
ithe holy duty of the United States, pre-eminent among 
the world^s powers and apostles of a world's peace, ex- 
emplifying the spirit of peace on earth and good will to 
men, to hold fast to those rinciples in the face and in spite 
of any provoation that may be given by a war-maddened 
country. Nothing should be permitted to stir it to wrath 
short of an unprovoked attack or a deliberate irisult to 
honor. The loss of a few vessels, even the loss of a score 
lof lives should that unhappy eventuality arise, cannot 
ricqmpare with the disaster which would attend a depart- 
ure from the fixed principles on which this country has 
ibeen builded. Let hasty impulses be checked and let us 
be guided only by the highest impulses.

market. Now Europe owes xis for goods 
purchased tens of millions, and the rate 
of exchange is in om- favor to a degree 
unknown before to the present genera- 
tion. 
P.ecent weekly reports show that 
the United States 
is exporting 
from 
$30,000,000 to $35,000,000 worth of goods 
in excess of all imports. 
This stupen- 
dous outgoing trade is piling up in Eu- 
rope a debt in our favor which in nor- 
mal times would bring an 
immense 
stream of gold to otir shores. 


There has never before been a day 
when Europe was going into debt to 
the United States at such a rapid pace, 
On all temporar7v transactions ours ia 
the creditor nation, standing high above 
every other in the enviable position of 
selling more than w© need to buy. Eu- 
rope is paying the staggering price for 
war and America is collecting the gold- 
en reward for peace.

A prominent cattle buyer of this city 
says the Detroit live stock market is 
pretty well swamped with offerings of 
cattle and prices arc at an unusually 
low point for the season.

In 
consequenco 
wholesale 
meat prices have 
dropped. 
Retailers 
however, have not let go; prices to the 
consumer are as high a« ever, and chops 
and beefsteak make the buyer's purse 
as thin as a dried prune. 


The reason assigned for over-supply 
IS that prices for feed and grain are so 
high that farmers prefer to sell oft their 
stock rather than fatten it. 
For the 
same reason, calves are going to the 
bntchei- as soon as they rcach the legal 
age. 
Tlic slaughter of infcctcd herds 
on account of tlie foot and mouth dis- 
ease has also reduced the visible supply 
of cattle to a considerable extent.

Niles, O,, Feb. .J.—Plans for the Mc- 
Kinley birthplace memorial building for 
which the architectiiral 
contract 
was 
awarded McKim. Mead 
t&'White, New 
York, some time ago, are now assuming 
definite form, it being the intention to 
break ground as early in the spring as 
possible. 
In this memorial Niles is to 
have a, building which will be the only 
one of the kind in the country, for the 
conditions which the trustees of the Na- 
tional McKinley 
Birthplace 
Älemorial 
association laid down for the competing 
architects have resulted in a unique de- 
sign—the memorial 
was to 
have "a 
monumental charaxjter and contain an 
auditorium, a library and a Btatue of 
the late President McKinley." In about 
two years the "square" of NiWs will be 
converted' into a park, carefully land- 
scaped. - In the center of the parked 
inclosure Avill be a long, low building of 
white marble. 
Seen from the approach 
on Main street, 
the building 
Avill be 
dominated by its central feature, a col- 
onade or propylaca lei^ing into a court 
of honor.- J t is this court, the atrium of 
the old Roman palace, where the statue 
of the household god stood, which is the 
climax of the entire structure. 
It is to 
be modeled in careful detail as well as 
In general construction after the 
old 
Pompeiian atria. 
In the midde of the 
court there is to be the sunken pool 
which was the feature of every Koman 
house of any pretensions. 
Surrounding 
the court there will le a peristyle of 
Greek Doric columns, especially

Desires Ride in Mail Air- 
ship, Port Wayne to 
Indianapolis. 


Muncie, Ind., Feb. 23.—Now that it 
seems probable the federal postoffic« de- 
partment will accept experimentally the 
offer of Hubert J. Gladbach, the 
Fort 
Wayne aviator, to establish a govern- 
ment mail rout« between Fort Wayne 
and Indianapolis, by way of Blufftou; 
Hartford City, Muncie and Anderson, a 
keen rivalry has sprung up among the 
postmasters in the cities that would be 
thus served for the honor of taking the 
first ride in the mail machine. 


Letters from th® postoffice department 
indicate that if the general appropria- 
tion bill now before confess passes, as 
has been recommended, tne bill contain- 
ing a clause calling for the expenditure 
of $50,000 for experiments as to the val- 
ue of airships for the 
conveyance 
of 
mails, Gladbach's offer will be accepted 
Sixty Miles an Hour. 


Although no information 
has 
been 
given out by the government as to de- 
tails of the offer, It is understood that 
Gladbach agrees to deliver mail from 
Fort Wayne to Indianapolis, stopping 
perhaps at four cities between the ter- 
minal points, six days out of 
every 
week for a year for a sum of less than 
$10,000 annually. It is also tmderstood 
that he agrees to travel at the rate of 
more than sixty miles an hour and to 
make the flight each way between the 
terminal points in two hours. The pro- 
posed starting time is 5 o'clock in the 
morning from Fort Wayne and 7 o'clock 
in the evening. 


Not more than four himdred poimds 
of mail and mail equipment are to be 
carried at one time under the offer, a 
it has been explained by those who are 
said to be familiar with the details of 
the tentative plans. 
The government's 
letters are said to refer to it as being 
a part of "the United States aerial mail 
service." 
y 


May Stop at Muncie Only. 


If the proposed plans mature, it is 
probable that on the first mail-carrj'ing 
flight of Gladbach and his passenger, 
there will be only one 
stop 
between 
Fort Wayne and Indianapolis, that be- 
ing M\mcie, which is half way between 
the terminal points. It may be the aero- 
plane will sweep'close to the ground in 
other cities along the route and drop 
off mail, however, although this part of 
the matter has not been worked out. 


It is almost certain that the postmas- 
ter who will have the honor of making 
the ti-ip on the first postal service aero- 
plane covering 
a probably 
permanent 
route, will be selected from this l i s t - 
all this, of course, being subject to the 
condition that the $50,000 item is allow- 
ed to remain in the general appropria- 
tion bill when it is passed—Eobert B. 
Hanna, of Fort Wayne; B. A. Batson 
of Bluffton; E. E. Cox, 
of 
Hartford 
City; Robert L. Williamson, of Muncie; 
Henry Hardie, of Anderson, or Robert 
Springsteen, of Indianapolis. 


Williamson Anxious to Make Trip. 
Mr. Williamson, of Muncie, is so en- 
thusiastic over the project that he al- 
ready has started quietly a campaign 
that has as its object the privilege of 
permitting him to make the 
journey 
with Gladbach. 
Mr. 
Williamson was 
the editor of a Muncie newspaper at 
the time he was made postmaster here 
^nd has been in that business all 
his 
life, starting in as a reporter on the 
Indianapolis Jom-nal and later working 
on the Indianapolis News Avhen he was 
a mere boy in Indianapolis. 


Mr. Williamson thinks he should have 
the privilege because while for many 
years editor of a newspaper that circu- 
lated in the cities covered by the pro- 
posed airship route, except Indianapolis 
and Fort Wayne, he became well 
ac- 
quainted with these places, and as a 
former resident of Indianapolis is also 
well acquainted with conditions there 
Also, being a newspaper man, he would 
be able to give the airship service the 
proper kind of newspaper publicity by, 
graphic accounts of tlie manner of han- 
dling the mails by airship, and the story 
of iis oAvn thrills Avhen on the way. 


Williamson's Only Fear. 


Mr. Williamson has never ridden in 
an airship, and his experiments in avi- 
ation thus far have been confined to 
the safe piloting of the common or gar- 
den variety of ten-cent circus balloon, 
but ho is unafraid. He is only fearfuj 
that some other postmaster may "beat 
him to it," and he baa spies posted in 
all home towns of the enemy postmas- 
ters to report any activities these pie 
counter beneficiaries may 
be indulging 
in, whose object may 
be to prevent 
placing the coveted laurels on the Mim- 
cie postmaster's brow. 


It has been reported that Ed E. Cox. 
of Hartford City, would like to take the 
Fort Wayne-Indianapolis ride, which re- 
port has perturbed Williamson 
some-, 
what. 


"Aw, what does Oox want to ride in 
that aeroplane for?" asked Williamson 
"He owns a newspaper over in Hartford 
City and probably has transportation 
on the Union Traction line. He can go 
to Indianapolis free any time he wishes 
to, that way, while I have to pay my 
fare. 'Tain't fair for him to try to get 
in on this; 'tain't fair, I tell you." 


Tlie story of the proposed aerial mail 
service has been regarded by many per- 
sons as an idle newspaper story with- 
out foundation in facts, but the' letters 
sent out by the postoffice department 
indicate that the government has taken 
the matter seriously, and is anxious to 
fto ahead with the experiment 
if 
the 
money asked for is forthcoming. 


Atmospheric Conditions Goofl. 


Tt has boen pointed out that atmos- 
pheric conditions between Fort , Wayne 
and Indianapolis in the territory 
that 
it is proposed to traverse, are unusually 
favorable for a mail route such as is 
contemplated. There km no lake« near 
no broad prairies and no high hills nor 
mountains to create 
imTooked-for air 
cúrrente and air holes. Seldom are there 
winds that would h« aufReiently atrong 
to endanger ayiation, i and when there 
are étronir wind« thejr are of «hort dn* 
ration and would result only in retard- 
fne the airship'« meed 
or eaveinf 
a 
slight delay.

From olit of the east had come Domino, 
the greatest three year old, perhaps, the 
world had known, touted as certain t o 
smash tlie record of the west and 
beat 
the pick of American colts. 
Taral had 
come to ride him; Taral, 
the 
greatest 
of them all. 


Besides 
Domino 
there 
was 
Senator 
Grady, 
fleetest 
of all the Iroquois colts, 
and Prince Carl and Dorian, ten of them 
in all. 


Domino was 7 to 5, Senator Grady a 
second choice, Jim 
Murphy 
was 
third. 
And, 
wading 
through 
tliat 
welter 
of 
plunging humanity, I came upon a tall, 
grizzled, stern faced old man who was 
coming from the paddock just as the colts 
started on their parade to the post. 
He 
had whispered a few words to "Van Kuren, 
patted his colt on the flank gently, and 
came toward the betting ring. 
I spoke 
with him, and he said, "The colt will 
win—^reS" 


It was Lucky Baldwin. 
I raced for the 
slaughtering pen and the gamesters who 
had been offering 40 to 1 had changed 
and were offering 50 to 1 that the gray- 
haired man was wrong. 
Timidly I drew a 
$5 bill from a pocket, gulped

the 
thought of a week of hunger, and plunged. 


I stood upon a chair with a negro boy 
close by the fence, and through glasses 
watched 
the nervous jockeying 
of 
the 
colts at the starting point far away. 


S'uddenly there was a surge of human- 
ity, a rumble, a smashing roar. 
Across 
on the back field a line of horses broke 
like a wave—a 
flag 
flashed—and 
out 
in 
front leaped Orlnda, only a second, for 
in a few Jumps Senator Grady led, with 
Domino hugging close behind, and Inside, 
while Prince 
Carl was third. I 
looked 
for the colors of Rey El Santa Anita 
He was third an instant, fell back rapid- 
ly, swung to the outside, and at the 
first 
turn wag seventh. 


At the three quarters The King 
was

Sixteen years later I kissed "The King" 
on the nose as he trotted to us in answer 
to an old man's whistle on the ranch in 
southern California, and as the old man 
said, "The best colt I ever owned," and 
The King threw up his head and whinnied 
as if recalling' that day.

The total for the Pennsylvania 
system is thus $15.100.000. The airbrake 
equipment on a locomotive averages iu 
cost iibnut .$.325; on a passenger car 
about $220, on a freight car .$30." 
In 
1S3.3 Robert 
Stephenson 
patented 
a 
.«steam brake for the driving wheels of 
tlip locomotive. 
That .«ame brake, Avith 
compressed air substituted for steam, 
is in principle the Westinghouse device 
today, but Westinghouse made air do 
the work of steam. 


George Westinghouse invented the air 
brake in 1860. It received its trial on a 
Panhandle train, but not before the in- 
venter had pledged hinvself responsible 
for any damage done to equipment. Four 
cars and an engine were fitted with the 
device, and the train ran from Pittsburg 
to Steubemville, Ohio. 


That one trip demonstrated that the 
airbrake was a fact.

The farthe.st reaching of bills intro- 
duced toila.v, if enacted, is the Morris 
measure providing for 
Stindav 
bein"- 
made a day of 
rest to 
prohibit ball 
games or any form, of amusements, or 
engaging in any line, of work excepting 
keeping open of hotels, restaurants and 
livery stable,s, drug stores for the sale 
of medicines and sick room supplies, un- 
dertaking 
establishment« 
and 
news- 
stands. 
The bill further provides that 
common carriers must not run Sunday 
excursions. 
Employes, who of necessity 
would be compelled to work on Sunday 
would be given twenty-four consecutive 
hours of rest a week. Heavv penalties 
for violations are provided. 
Organlza- 
tion of the state militi^ with the gov- 
ernor as the commander-in-chief 
pre- 
scribing its duties and making it amen- 
able to the call of the governor in case 
of invasion of the state or in cases of 
public danger, is covered in two biUs 
Representative Scott introduced.

SENATE MAY FALL IN LINE. 


Indianapolis, Feeb. 23.—There now ap- 
pears but little doubt that the state 
senate will follow the initiative taken 
by the house and pass some sort of a 
primary bill, although it probably will 
be far* less sweeping In its provisions 
than the Jones bill, which has passed 
the lower house, or the Rinear measure, 
killed in the senate. 
The Jones-Rinear 
followers say they will turn a deaf ear 
to any compromise measure that does 
not fully carry out the pledges of the 
democratic platform. 


The situation is adding further com- 
plications to the already confused rela- 
tions 
that 
exist 
between 
the 
two 
branches. Senator Van Nuys, leader of 
the democrats, said today that a direct 
primary compromise measure was being 
worked out and would be ready for con- 
sideration as soon aa the Jones bill came 
over from the house. 
The changes Avill 
be made in the form «f amendments to 
the house bill and will embody several 
of the provisions of tho Van Nuys bill 
which provides for the direct election of 
all convention delegates. 


Will Oppose Amendment. 


Senator Rinear and other 
insistent 
primary democrats in the senate say 
they will unalterably oppose any suo'h 
attempts to amend the bill. 
It is be- 
lieved by a number of democratic lead- 
ers that the session will be allowed to 
close without the two factions being 
able to agree on any sort of a law. Sen- 
ator Walter Chambers, 
of 
Newcastle, 
said toda,y that he had not changed in 
his attitude one bit since opposing the 
Rinear bill last week and that he would 
vote against any primary bill that would 
come up. 


Pressure is being brought to bear from 
Indiana politicians in Washington 
o^ 
the democrats who refuse to abide by 
the platform pledges. 
Scores of tele- 
grams are being received by Senator 
Van ^uyg and other leaders urging that 
a law be enacted without further delay. 
Will Determine Stand. 


When the house democrats caucus to- 
night decision likely will be reached in 
regard to their stand on measures pro- 
posing to give limited suffrage to wom- 
en : to inrreaie passenger fares to two 
and a half cents a mile: arbitrate dis- 
putes between capital and labor, and to 
provide for workmen's compensation. 


At a three hour caucus 
last 
night 
these questions were discussed but senti- 
ment was divided so greatly that it was 
regarded by members as 'futile to try 
to reach a decision in the meeting. 


Anti-sufTrage and suffrage forceps here 
are being strengthened daily by new ar- 
rivals Avith' the former eirerting their 
influence to defeat the ifaston suffrage 
bill, and the latter being equally in- 
sistent for its pa.wage. 
Strong pres- 
sure also has been brought to bear on 
members for an increase of passenger 
fares.

and Indianapolis, by way of Bluffton. 
Hartford City, Muncie and Anderson, a 
keen rivalry" has sprung up among the 
postmasters" in the cities that would be 
thus served for the honor of taking the 
first ride in the mail machine.

ue of airships for the 
conveyance of 


mails, GUdbach'R offer will be accepted 


Sixty Males an Hour. 


Although no information 
has

given out by the government as to de- 
tail* of the offer, It is understood that 
Oladbach agrees to deliver mail from 
Fort Wayne to Indianapolis, stopping 
perhaps at four cities between the ter- 
minal points, MX days out of every 
week for a year for a sum of less than 
$10,000 annually. H is also Tinderstood 
that he agrees to travel at the rato of 
more than sixty miles.an hour, and to 
make the flight each way between the 
terminal points in two hours.
